THE NEW YORK. 
| She. Peeves Herseif to Be the Fastest 
Cruiser Afloat. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—[By the 
Associated Press. | With the prond dis- 
tinction of having broken the records 
of all preliminary trials and the satis- 
faction of being the fastest grmored 


‘| vessel in the world, the cruiser New 


York returned to the Cramp shipyard 
this morning. Despite a heavy rain 
aud biting wind, five thousand enthusi- 
astic Philadelphians cheered the war- 
ship as she backed out into the stream 
and stood down the river on her trial 
trip. Capt. Sargent acknowledged 
the salutes with a powerful siren whis- 
tle, and the mighty $8,000,000 ship 
was headed down the Delaware. Then 
arose another wild shout as her four 
powerful engines began to vibrate and 
the water was churned from astern. 
The maximum pressure of steam car- 
ried was 120 pounds, Starting with 
forty-five revolutions, a.speed of ten 
knots was attained until GreenwichPoint 
was passed. After this the: new vessel 
warmed to her work, making ninety- 
five revolutions, which increased her 
speed to 17.5 knots, deluging the ves- 
sel with a cold spray. The vessel 
glided through the water as lightly and 
noiselessly as a yacht, however, and 
there was scarcely a vibration through- 
outthe ship. On the first trial, from 
the five-fathom bank lightship to the 
northeast end lightship, a distance of 
9.88 nautical miles, she made the runin 
29 minutes and 38 seconds, being at a 
speed of 20.08 nautical miles per hour. 
On the second trial, returning over the 
same course, the ship made the run in 
29 minutes and 51 seconds, being ata 
speed of 19.87 nautical miles per hour. 
The average of the two trials was 
19.95 miles per hour. The cruiser 
then headed eastward in deep water. 
On a run of four consecutive hours she 
maintained a speed of 20.88 knots, 
reaching at high as 20.57, as the 
water deepened. The New York then 
steamed up to the shipvard, aud will be 
ready for her official trial within three 
weeks.

TRADE. 


Rates Charged argea@ by the 
Aoross the Isthmus, 

New York, March 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Herald’s Pan- 
ama (Colombia) special says there is 
great dissatisfaction among the mer- 
chants of Panama over the high rates 
exacted by the Panama Railroad for 
transporting merchandise brought by 
Pacific Mail steamships. The steam- 
ships bring American goods and pro- 
visions from New York to Colon for $2 
perton. For transporting the same 
goods from Colon to Panama the rail- 
road charges seven totwelve times as 
much as is charged for the sea trip. 
The rate for provisions across the 
isthmus is $14 per ton; merchandise, 
$16; condensed milk, $24, when these 
good are brought into port by the Pa- 
cific Mail steamers, Local newspapers 
denounce the unjust competition. The 
Star and Herald says: 

‘The refusal to grant through bills of lad- 
ing and the exaction of local rates on car- 
goes brought by the Pacific Mall, makes it 
impossible for the company to carry 
freight between New York and San Fran- 
cisco. The new company, therefore, en- 
joys a monopoly of the California trade. 

A telegram from Bogota says the 
clauses of the canal contract have been 
drawn, and will soon be signed by the 
government. The contract, as deliv- 
ered, imposes conditions which will not 
be accepted by the canal liquidators. 
The government has no faith in the 
ability of the company to organize on a 
new basis, andis only giving the cor- 
poration a last chance. When failure 
is absolutely apparent it will take pos-

Mental Cendition of an ex-Judge Advo- 
cate-General. 

WasuINGTon, March 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A -writ of . inquiry 
into the sanity of Col. William B. 
Remey, ex-Judge Advocate-General of 
the Navy, has been signed by Judge 
Cox. The writ has been suspended for 
the time-being, Capt. George ©. Remey, 
brother of the unfortunate man, being 
appointed a committee to look after his 
affairs. ‘The action was taken upon a 
petition’ from Col. Remey’s brotaers, 
Capt. Remey and John T. Remey, the 
latter a bank president in Burlington, 
lowa. Col. Remev has been under 
treatment at the McLean Asylum, at 
Somerville. Mass, since last August. 
His trouble was caused by excessive at- 
tention to his duties. Heis noisy and 
incoherent, but his general physical 
condition is good.

Something About Asbestos. 

Asbestos, which has come to be largely 
utilized by electrical engineers, is one 
of the most interesting substances em- 
ployed in the arts. Many new beds of 
this material are being discovered, but, 
except from the Canadian and Italiana 
beds, the specimens secured are prac- 
tically useless for manufacture. Large 
quantities of floss and powder as- 
bestos are obtained from the district 
of the Susa Valley, Piedmont, and in 
the second district, about thirty miles 
long, in the Aosta Valley, the deposits 
are said to be practically inexhaustible. 
A third district, which is still more im- 
portant, centers at Valtellina, the 
route to which passes Milan and Como 
to Colico. The Canadian deposits are 
in the Black Lake district, between 
Quebec and Sherbrook. The asbestos 
bearing rock is usuaily some kind of 
a.green serpentine, and in work- 
ing it is first crushed in _ special 
machines so as not to destroy the fiber. 
The long. fiber is shaken, carded and 
spun, much like cotton and wool, into 
yarns, tapes and cloths. In the rubber 
department it is proofed, and made into 


‘sheeting, tapes and rings for steam and 


other joints, or into cloth and mill- 
board. . A special kind of packing for 
high-pressure cylinders, known as me- 
tallic cloth, is made by weaving to- 
gether brass wire and asbestos, and is 
used in marine engines. Every part of 
the fiber is utilized, the shorter lengths 
being made into millboard, and the fluff 
and powder into non-conducting com- 
position. 4

South 
of Prescott work is being»pushed vigor- 
ously. Twelve miles of the road will be 
costly building, having grades in places 
160 feet to the mile, and curves almost 
continuously. However, the work goes 
bravely on, and the rest of the road 
will be easy building, much of it almost 
mere tracklaying. It is now expected 
that the road will reach Phoenix aden!

In the event of the passage of ‘the 
Railroad Exemption Bill, which is 
nearly assured, the railroad from Bowie 
to Globe will be built by Mr. Garland of 
Los Angeles. Another north and 
south road is now talked of, a con- 
tinuation of the road on from Globe to 
Flagstaff. A survey has been made. 
Globe at present furnishes work for 
200 teamsters, each driving from ten 
to twenty good animals, drawing great 
loads of coke to the mine, returning 
loaded with copper bullion. The ship- 
ping point of this bullion is Willcox, 
which is largely supported by the team- 


»sters. The people of Willcox are very 


adverse to any railroad, as it would de- 
prive them ofthis trade. And the town 


‘getting the railroad will not be nearly 


so well supported by the road as is Will- 
cox by the teamsters. But Arizonans 
in general take the broad view of the 
matter. Railroads are wanted to open 
to the world fine agricultural districts.

The State-division Hoodoo. 


The up-country newspapers seem to 


be fond of raising a flag of distress and 
shouting ‘‘Save us from State division !”’ 
every. time an important questioncomes 
up for determination. rt 
ten that during the last State campaign 
they raised a pitiful wail of this sort. 
It was then directed against the candi- 
dacy of Col. H. H. Markham for Gov- 
ernor, and certain frenzied State- 
saviors affected to believe that South- 
ern California wanted Col. Markham 
elected solely for the purpose of fur- 
thering its deep, dark plot of secession. 
This was urged against Col. Markham 
before his nomination by certain Re- 
publican newspapers that evidently 
thought it would be a good sub- 
terfuge by which to accomplish his de- 
feat. The leaders of the Republican 
party of Southern California, in- 
cluding Col. Markham himself, met 
this hypocritical attack by disclaiming 
any purpose to use the gubernatorial 
office to accomplish State division. 
This promise has been loyally kept. 
So far as Tue Times is concerned, it has 
frequently stated its belief that the 
time for State division has not vet ar- 
rived, and an agitation for that pur- 
pose is useless. It is tinmre enough to 
worry about the crossing of that bridge 
when we come to it. 

Notwithstanding all of these assur- 
ances, however, another panic was pre- 
cipitated by the San Francisco press 
when Stephen M. White became a can- 
didate for the United States Senate, 
with bright prospects of success. This 
time the consternation struck the Dem- 
All 
of the old warnings were sounded over 
again, and one would have thought in 
reading the San Francisco Examiner 
that the southern end of the State was 
collecting arms and recruiting men pre- 
paratory to promulgating an act of se- 
cession. But there were more assur- 
ances of a peaceful intention on our 
part, and fora second time San Fran- 
cisco’s ready-made hoodoo failed of its 
object. 

Now, for a third time the ragged and

passed the Legislature a suggestion 
was made, or at least hinted at, that 
Southern California would see in it an 
opportunity to forward its plans fora 
division of the State, the idea being to 
array the North against the South, and 
to expand local feeling and jealousy 
into a general State question. This 
was not stated publicly, for policy for- 
bade it, but it was not difficult to read 
between the lines. 

Southern California might as well un- 
derstand, first as last, that unless there 
shall be a tremendous revultion in pub- 
lic sentiment between now and Novem- 
ber, 1894, division of the State is an 
utter impossibility, and that the re- 
spective advocates of Sacramento and 
San José, if confronted with that propo- 
sition, will agree to make the loca- 
tion of the capital a secondary issue, as, 
indeed, it is and should be. 

The people of Southern California 
seem to imagine that allthey have to 
do is to secede, and that secession will 
thereby become an accomplished fact. 
They forget that there are constitu- 
tional barriers in the way, and that the 
whole State, under any circumstances, 
must be allowed to pass upon the ques- 
tion. ‘They do not remember that their 
vote, south of the Tehachepi Pass, isa 
minority of the vote of the State, and 
that they need expect few allies in Cen- 
tral or Northern California, even 
though a dispute has arisen regarding 
the location of the capital. 

The cardinal mistake of the division- 
ists is in undervaluing the Californian 
spirit, the all-pervading sentiment of 
State pride, which finds in this State 
the grandest, most magnificent com- 
monwealth in the American Union, and 
which would resent an assault upon its 
integrity as one would resent an at- 
tempt to ruin his home and break up 
his family. The South may see in di- 
vision some advantages to itself, polit- 
ical and otherwise, butif it imagines 
that the people of California are going 
to sever this great State to promote the 
political prospects of a few ambitious 
office-seekers it will find itself wofully 
mistakén. 


Now we beg to tender our assurances 
for the third time that Southern Cali- 
fornia is not bent on immediate seces- 
sion. It is true that an occasional 
newspaper advocates a division of the 
State; itis alsotrue that many people 
in this section believe State division to 


be inevitable at some future time; but | 


there is no defined and aggressive 
movement of the people to that end. 
Indeed, we believe that, if the up-coun- 
try papers were not eternally harping 
upon the subject, it would seldom be 
referred to by the people of the South. 
But by their purely gratuitous: and un- 
justified antagonism—by trotting out 
their hoodoo—every time they think 
they can make it useful—-the San Fran- 
cisco. papers are doing more to make 
State division a live issue than any 
other single influence. 

__ Nothing is plainer than the fact that, 


if Southern California is disposed to

For the present, at least, the 
leaders of the Republican party are 
pledged not to agitate for such a mfove- 
ment, and they certainly will not at- 
tempt it during the incumbency of 
Gov. Markham. The San Francisco 
press evidently think that there is no 
such thing as honor on our part when 
we enterinto a compact. They must 
judge us by their own local standards, 
We beg them to lay aside. their ancient 
hoodoo. There is no occasion,for bring-

Troublé Anticipated on 
the 5th of May. 


Serious 


The Chinese Will Resist the Enforee- 
+ ment of the Geary Act 


The Situation at San Francisco Re- 
garded as Critical ~— 


Acting on the Advice of the Six Compa- 
nies the Heathen are Prepared to . 
Resort to Forge to Prevent... - 
Deportation. 


The Chinese question will come to a 
head on the 5th @€ May. on which date 
the Geary vegies law goes into 
effect. Under the “provisions of this 
law after thatedate every Chinaman 
who has not registered according'to the 
prescribed form wif be liable to arrest, 
and, if he cannot prove by at léast one 
white’ witness that he has had some 
good excuse for: having complied 
with the law, will be liable to one 
year’s imprisonment at hard labor, at 
the expiration of which time he will be 
sent back to China. Asis well known, 
the Chinese, with but few exceptions, 
acting under the advice of the Six Com- 
panies, have refused.to obey the law, 
and it is now too late for them to do so, 
even if they were so disposed, of which, 
however, there is no indication. The 
situation is regarded as a very serious 
one, especially onthe Pacific Coast, and 
at San Franciseo there is considerable 
alarm among the Fe@eral officials. It is 
believed that the @hihese are supported 
by their government in their open de- 
fiance of the law, So that the enforce- 
ment of the law ateunts to a test of 
strength between ‘the United States 
Government and@ that of China. The 
following frouj*the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer of Friday svould indicate that 
the sjtuation 1s more critica} than 


| has been supposed,’ especially when it 


is remembered that in San Francisco 
and suburbs alone there are from 
twenty-five thousand to thirty thousand 
Chinese: 

The conspiracy of the Six Companies to 
defeat the enforce@femt of the Geary act. 
providing for the régigstration of Chinese 
laborers seems to be more serious than at 
first expected, From present appearances 
it will not end with the employment of emi- 
nent attorneys to appear in opposition to 
the law before the United States Supreme 
Court, but if necessary with physical resis- 
tance to the enforcement of deportation. 

For some time credible persons have vis- 
ited the office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue and informed him of the plans 
already arranged by the Chinese for oppos- 
ing their arrest and forced departure. 
These plans provide forthe use of all the 
methods known to warfare, if necessary, to 
defeat the law. +e 

The Collector ‘has finaly become con- | 


---} vinced that the Six Companies and their 


followers are in earnest, and riots and per- 
haps bloodshed may result after May 5. 
In consequence of this belief, a full state- 
ment of the situation has been presented to 
the authorities at Washington. 

Whether or not the Chinese government 
is coguizant of the plans of its subjects in 
this country cannot be positively stated, 
but, as it is generally understood that the 
Six Companies are its representatives, it is 
reasonable to suppose t it does. 

Capt. M. R. Roberts, yho resides at fhe 
corner of Washington amd Stockton streets, 
and who is familiar with the affairs of Chi. 
natown, was seen yesterday and questioned 
tegarding the situation. He said; ‘I be.. 
lieve that the enforcement of thé’ Geary 


act is a more serious problem than most of 
our citizens comprehend. 
“The Chinese are not tering, and 


announce that they will not do so, while on 
must do so. 

“From one of théir numibér, in whom I 
have confidence, I learn Bn in the past 
few days a secret circularias been issued 
by the Six Companies, origghers in author. 
ity, instructing them to.hbe; ared to re- 
sist deportation by violemnce if it becomes 
necessary.

IN THIS CITY. 
What Deputy Maxwell Will Do—Wong 
Chee’s Statement, 

In this city and vicinity there are 
some three or four thousand Chinese, but 
few of whom have paid the slightest at- 
tention to the law. Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue Eugene E. Maxwell, 
who is charged in this district with 
carrying out the provisions of the act, 
was seen by a Times reporter yester- 
day. In answer to a question by the 


| reporter as to how the work of regis- 


tration was progressing, Mr. Maxwell 
replied that it was going on very slowly. 
Some few Chinamen, he-said, were com- 
ing forward to register, but the major- 
ity were hanging back, as he believed, 
from fear of the highbinders and,the 
power of the Six Companies. From this 
fear the ignorant and uneducated classes 
are holding off, and refuses to comply 


When asked how he proposed to deal 
with those who .refused to fulfill the 
necessary requirements, Mr. Maxwell 
stated that it was his purpose, on the 
6th day of May, to arrest all of the 
leading highbinders)s They would then 
have to stand trial before Judge Ross, 
and unless they are then able 
to show, by the testimony . of 
at least one white witness, that 
they had some valid excuse for not reg- 
istering, they would be subject to a 
year’s hard labor and imprisonment, to 
be followed by their return to China. 

That was all the Collector could say 
at the present time, expressing his de- 
termination, however, unless his pres- 
ent instructions were changed, to 
carry out the requirements to the 
letter. 

WHAT WONG CHEE SaYs. 

Wong Chee, a member of the Ning 
Yong Company, and one of the official 
representatives of the Six Companies 
in this city, was found on Los Angeles 
pyeet sunning himself before his place

ATTIRED ELEGANTLY. 

[From Our Regular New York Fashion Cor-

The combination of materials in the 
reception dress of my picture—velvet, 


lace and silk—makes it exceedingly 


rich and elegant. The silk can be 
striped or brocaded, and the skirt can 
be cut with atrain or in bell shape, 
In either case it ig lined, throughont. 
The heaviness of the silk makes the 
trimming superfluous, but the hem can 


be finished with a narrow band of vel- 
vet if desired. The basque is quite 
lain, but is made of the same rich 
material, and cut out slightly. at the 
neck, both back and front. The jacket 
fronts of velvet are sewed into the 
shoulder, arm hole and side-form seams, 
but are loose in front. It has revers of 
velvet lined also with velvet, and the 
large puffs on the sleeves are of the 
same material. The belt is made of 
two bias folds of velvet seven and a 
half inches wide. One of these is 
sewed intothe right side-form seams 
and hooked to the left, then goes to the 
back and is sewed to the skirt band 
and then returns to the left side where.

Wasutneton, March 20.—‘‘I don’t see 
why Senator Stanford cares to remain 
inthe United States Senate, or even 


why he would consent ‘to do‘so, in his. 
present state of health. He is very far 


from being a well man—in fact, is in 
very poor health, and shows it very 
plainly—and it would seem that, with 
his great wealth and unlimited oppor- 
tunities for pleasure and recruiting, he 
could find much more of real enjoyment 
and pleasure at home than ina Wash- 
ington hotel, with all the cares and | 
worry of Senatorial life to occupy his. 
time and attention. I should suppose 
he would prefer to resign, which he 
could do without any danger that a 
Democrat would slip into his Senato- 
rial seat.

most to the road, but a few yards ,back. 
Last summer, within two weeks, two ser- 
ious accidents, either of which might eas. 
ily have resulted in loss of life, occurred at 
this point. 

That there have been so _ few se- 
rious accidents of thissortin and about 
Santa Barbara may be attributed to the 
fact that feW trains run on. this section of 
road, and our townspeople take pains to in- 
form themselves of their time of arriving 
and departing and avoidthem. When this 
becomes a section of a through line from 
San Francisco, and trains pass up and down 
at all hours of the day and night, dangers 
will be multiplied and the railroad com- 
pany is earnestly urged to give the matter 
serious consideration, and either take some 
precautions against such accidents, or else 
make some slight changes in the line of 
their track. The custom so prevalent in 
country districts of the East, and required 
in many large cities, of automatic fences 
which rise at the approach of a train,

Agitating the Purchase: of a Court- 
house Site.

Several Desirable Pieces of Property That. 
Can Be Secured—A Lively Fight 
Caused by a Drunken “Hobo”— 
General News Notes. 


SANTA ANA. 

A question has been brought up the past 
week which interests every taxpayer in 
Orange county. It is the question of pur- 
thasing 4 suitable site, and building thereon 
a handsome courthouse. There is no ques- 
tion about the need of such public improve- 
ments, but the matter most to be consid- 
ered now is when and how can the county 
best make such improvements? The Santa 
Ana Standard in its last issue, under the 
caption ‘Get Ready in Time,’’ answers the 
first part of the question, to the point, in 
the following manner: | 


‘Some day Santa Ana will be compelled 
to build a courthouse. There is no hurry 
about it. The point, however, is to get 
ready for it by purchasing a site for it be- 
fore real estate doubles or triples in price. 
It is the essence of good sense, good busi- 
ness and good judgment for tne Board of 
Supervisors to think and act promptly in 
the matter. The land will do to hold for 
all time to come, but will not always re- 
main at the same price.’’ After speaking 
then of one particular location, which, in 
all probability could be purchased reasona- 
bly just now, it concludesas follows: ‘'The 
time to buy is, when the article is cheap, 
and we'll venture to assert that nine-tenths 
of the people of Orange county will indorse 
the proposition to buy it now. There is a 
general advance in real estate along the 
line, and money can be made by investing 
now.”’ 

_ The above is a very wise and sensible 
view of the matter, and is no doubt the 
feeling of a large majority of the tax- 
payers. The question of ‘‘when?’’ there- 
fore, is answered, and the time is ‘‘now,”’ 
but is what interests the taxpayers 
more than ‘‘when.’’ The Standard has 
Called attention ta the Fruit tract north of 
Sixth street, and recommended that the 
Board of Supervisors purchase it for court- 
house purposes, and then, in time, erect 
thereon suitable county ‘buildings. If 
there are other pieces of property suitable 
for courthouse purposes, the time to reveal 
their whereabouts is now. Unmistakably, 
now is the time to start the courthouse pro- 
ject, inorder that the city or county may 
receive the greatest benefits from such 
public improvements. It is stated that the 
J. W. Leyman property is soon to be sold, 


at one-half or less than the original cost of 
the building alone. If this building can 
be made to meet the requirements of a 
courthouse by a small expenditure, itis 
Surely a rare opportunity for the county to 


expense, as upon this property buildings 
are already located which, with but few 
changes, would be made to answer all pur- 
poses. If there are other and better loca- 
tions, hewever, let them be brought out 
and investigated, that the people's inter- 
ests may be subserved. There is a proba- 
bility that this courthouse question will be 
brought before the Board of Supervisors in 
the very near future, and, in order for 
them to act with the greatest degree of jus- 
tice to the taxpayers, they should be ftr- 
nished with full information as to the 
merits and demerits of the various. pieces

GILA RIVER DAM. | 


A Part of the Work Washed Ont by a 
Freshet. 

A letter received in this city from 
Gila Bend, Ariz.. announces the break. 
ing of the dam across the Gila River 
during the high water on the night of 
the 22d inst. This dam is the work 
of the Arizona Construction Company, 
who have just completed a large irri- 
gating canal, about thirty-five to forty 
miles long, for the purpose of irrigating 
the desert land in thatsection. The 
dam, although not quite completed, was 
2100 feet long, and built of stone and 

dirt, with the exception of a tim- 
ber overflow of about three hundred 
feet next the east bank of the 
river. At the end of this timber work 
is what is known as the ‘‘old work’’ 
constructed by another company prior 
tothe contract of the Arizona Con- 
struction Company. This, for a dis- 
tance of about three hundred and twen- 
ty-five feet, has been entirely washed 
‘out, leaving an opening of that distance 
in the channel of the river. The rest 


of the work stood the rise without any 


damage. Atthe time of the sudden 
rise six feet of water rushed into the 
canal before the gates could be closed 
which flowed down the canal about 
twelve miles. The Arizona Construc- 
tion Company is composed of capitalists 
from Peoria, Ill., who will at once re- 
build the work and proceed with the 
irrigation of that section.

PRISONERS’ PAROLE BILL. 


What Senator Everett. of San Francisco 
Thinks of the Measure. 
Senator D. H. Everett of San Fran- 


cisco, who is in the city, accompanied 
| by his wife,-Was seen by a -Times re- 


porter at the Hollenbeck last evening. 
When asked in regard to the Prisoners’ 
Parole Bill, recently signed by the Gov- 
ernor, he said that he voted in favor of 
the measure when it was before the 
Senate, believing such an enactment to 
be a good one. 

The matter was first started in the 
Legislature by a bill introduced by Seu- 
ator S. F. Williams of San Francisco, 
but it failed to impress a number of the 
members of the Legislature as being 
suited to the present case. An amend- 
ment, which altered considerably its 
provisions, was proposed under sugges- 
tions from some of the members of the 
commission, and the bill finally passed 
both houses as amended and was after- 
ward signed by the Governor. ; 

Mr. Everett said he thought the act 
would, like others which do not state 
the time in which they go into effect, 
become a law within sixty days 
of the time of its passage, and so 
it will probably be in force about thirty 
day fromnow. 

The new law will only affect those in- 
mates of the State Prison who are con- 
fined for light offenses, and whose time 
of servitude does not exceed a year 
or so. |
